Pooling Business the Only Remedy.
A railroad man of large experience and ob-

servation expresses the opimion that the enly
salvation for the roads of thiscountry isto

again return to pooling their business. Rates are
demoralized in every direction and promise to

become as low as prior to the days of the pools,
and for this there seems 10 be no remedy. The
interstate law does not forbid cutting rates to
suicidal figures, but some of the roads seem to
be doing so. “In the daysof the pools,” said
be, “if one road became ugly and disposed to
cut rates, the other roads woald quiet it by tarn-
ing over a larger per cent. of the business in the
direction where the rate was to be cut. There
was a pool arbitration, which made it possible
to maintain rates, but now it is go as you
please. If avoad wants to eut a rate, all it has
10 do is to issue & tariff naming the rates.  Be
fore the days of pools business was done in the
same manner, and the gountry was full of bank-
rupt roads, but with the establishment of pools,
rates were advanced to a payiog basis and then

maintained. The interstate law, however, broke
up pools and gave the reads which are disposed
to do business regarclessof revenue an opportu-
nity to return to the old style of rate cuttiog,
and it 1s noticable that it is the same roads
which are demoralizinz rates now that were
foremost in the same business prior to the es-
tablishment of pools.

Last week the Pennsylvania company ran a
train of live stock from Chicago to Jersey City
at an average speed of twenty-two miles per
hour. The run from Chieago to Philadelphia
was made in thirty-seven Lours.

In the month of August the Indianapolis &
Vincennes company expect to bring to this
market, from points on their road, 800 ear-loads
of watermelons. One man at Worthington has
a watermelon patch which he thioks will yield
150 car-loads.

H. R Dering, assistant general passenpger
agent of the Pennsylvania; John Chesborough,
assistant geperal passenger agent of the Van-
dalia, and George Farmington, seerstary of
President McKeen, of the Vandalia, left for
Creason last night, to be absent about & week.

Shipments of live stock, mostly eattle. to she
Eastern markets, on Saturday laas, exeeeded
that of any any since the yards were opened,
peaching 110 car-loads. The roads have, how-
ever, got more for hauling twenty car-loade of

stock t than they did for this immense ship-
ment.

So strict is General Manager Beckley, of the
Cincioosti, Wabash & Michigan road on tha
Sunday question, that he would allow nothing
to be done on that day toward clearing the
wreck of last Saturday night. The trains are
all moving regularly, runviog around the wreck
ever other lines.

A few montbs from now the parrow guage
eystem will have no representatives of impor-
fance in the country. In sinety days more the
Toledo, St. Louis & Kansas City will be all
standard guage, and in six months from now the
larger portion of the Denver & Rio Grande road
will also be altered.

Seven new engines, * built at Dunkirk, N. Y.,
bave recently been delivered to the Lake Shore
road, and the company has eontracted with the
locomotive works at Patterson, N. J., for ten
more, all of which are to be placed on the West-
ern division. Of those received at Elkbart two
are large passenger engines and five are freight
engices,

The Transcontinental Association, which bas
been in session for five weeks in Chicago, com-
pleted its work on Saturday night. Notwith-
standing its numerous wrangles over rate
matters the association is said to be in better
sbape than ever before, which means that In-
dianspolis manufacturers are not to be favored
by a reduction in rates. It is expeeted that the
competitive business of the roads in this asso-
ciation during the year 1888 will amount to no
less than $20,000,000, which is $5,000,000 more
than the roads earned last year.

Receivers of Southern fruits in this seetion,
and in the East as well, are complaining of the
exorbitant freight rates. In watermelons it
takes six out of every ten to pay the freicht to
many places, The old rail rates from points in
Georgia and South Carelina were #38 per car to
New York; now they are 2120, and the same
rate in proportion rules between such points
and Indianapolis and Chicago. The business of
shipping watermelons has increased enormously
in the last two years, and the receivers are anxi-
ous to encourage this business by paying good
prices to the farmers who raise them, Receiv-
ers in New York and Boston have found it im-

ticable to ship fruits by water, as the ven-
ilation io the holds of the steamers is so bad

the fruits rots badly; consequently the railroads
are masters of the situation.

An ex-railroad maoager said last might: *‘If
the railroads were to pay their con-
duetors larger salaries, there would be Lﬂ dis-
honesty among them, or, at isast, spotters would
not be able to confirm charges of erookedness,
so much would a conductor value his job. A
first-class traveling salesman gets from $2,000 to
$5.000 per ahnum, while the average pay of pas-
ssoger counductors is $100 per month, but the
work aod responsibilities of a conductor are
muech greater than that of a traveling salesman.
If I shounld again take charge of s railroad, I
would set other roads an example by paying my
passenger conductors #200 a month, and thor-
oughly impress on their minds that, if the
mondy taken on trains was not properly turned
in, their places would be made vacant. Sucha
salary would be an object to them, and enable
them to dress and live well. [ take little stoek,
bowever, in this talk of dishonesty among eon-
ductors, and doubt if there islh more honest set
of men ia business. I think they should be bet-
ter paid, and an attempt made to secure the best
clase of men, and thus remove ail suspicion
that they live beyond their means.”
